Why Poople Gel Fit 


AmonB curious popular fallacies Is 


the Idea tlmt an Individual may become 
obese without eating loo much and 
may remain obeso even when very lit- 
tle food Is taken. If a jicrson each day 
cats a butter ball weighing only a third 
of an ounce In excess of tho food 
actually needed il seems trifling, Insig- 
nificant, but continued over a year It 
would involve a pain In weight of nine 
pounds of fatty (Issue or in ten years 
of ninety pounds. An ounce of bread 
or hnlf a »rla.«s of milk more than the 
food requirement for the day will bring 
about the liaiuc result. Conversely, If 
the quantity of food taken be only 
Eligbtly below the needs of t>.e body 
some of the iKxly'a own fat Is used and 
the body weight falls, a process which 
may he extended over a long jieriod of 
time.—Dr. Graham Lusk In World's 
Work.

The 
Invisible gv-rms of disease nro. by far 
the more Injurious to human l^elngs. 


Most )<oopto feel that drinking water 


Is safe tv> use If It is coot, clear, spar- 
kling and free from color or odor. Such 
U not H-.e case. Kven the sparkle may 
be due to decomposition products. The 
babbling brook usually contains more 
dangerous bacteria, (han standing wa- 
ter. Streams do not purify themselves 
by flowing over their rocky bod*. Tlio 
mistaken notion that they do Is re- 
sponsible for a grea( deal of vacation 
typhoid fever. 


The safest method of destroying dis- 


ease germs lu viator Is by actual boil- 
ing. Uoillns 'he water for five minutes 
will kill (he germs of typhoid and al- 
lied diseases. Chlorine may also l>e 
used to disinfect the water, 


A' stock s-olmlon is made hy taking a 


level tcaspoonful of full strength clo- 
rlde of lime »nil rubbing it up to a thin 
paste free from lumps in a teacup with 
a little water. This should then be 
maiSe up to a cupful and diluted with 
three, more cupfuls of water and then 
poured into a bottle and tightly corked. 
Add a teaspoonful of this stock solu- 
tion lo each two gallon pall of drinking 
water, thoroughly Killing It and allow- 
ing It to stand for tea minutes. This 
will give about one-half pfirt of free 
chlorlue to a million parts of water, 
which will destroy all typhoid or dysen- 
tery prvd oelr,<: perms.—Etebanre.

They produco a couplu of 
crops, tobacco nnd ilurra. Tho rest of 
their tlmo Is given up to looting Iho 
Turks' crops nud cnttlo.

In tho center of every village thcro 


Is n email circle lulled off, nnd In this 
spaco (here h planicd Iho fi[>cclal reli- 
gious emblem, an evergreen oak. No 
one cicept the fnther priest of tho vll- 
lago enters tliu inclosed ground, which 
IB decorated with email lint.-), string* 
of coins nnd bright colored bonds. 
Around and about Iho clrclo tho lied 
IIcails celebrnlo llio only rvllglous fes- 
tival known to them, "tbo gathering of 
Iho now moon," which takes place ev- 
ery month. Dlrcclly a new moon makes 
ILs appearance (bo peoplo nro called 
together by n lay prlcut baiting n bar- 
rel xlmped drum stuck end up ou tho 
ground. 


Fires nro lit, tho cooking utensils 


placed thereon and tho sheep killed by 
the priest, who xprlnklcs a lltllo of 
tho aulumls' blood on the oak, and tho 
cnrcasscs Ihiycd nnd cut up Into Joints 
and tho hitter cooked over Iho llrcB, 
before, which millet and wheat cake.i 
arc by this tlmu baking on huge flags. 
In tlio meantime tables on trestles nru 
fict up and Inkl with wooden plnlcn, 
horn spoons nnd xtccl knives nml forks, 
nud soon tho feasting logins.

womcji wnlt on ttio men, who gorgo 
atcdully for about nn hour nnd then, 
whllo their wives nnd dalightera nro 
clearing up tho llttlo tlicy have left. In- 
dulgo In dnnclng, drinking nnd general 
merriment. 


No religious formality marks the 


fenst, no blessing or benediction or 
grnce. 
Indeed, not at birth or burial 


or marriage do thcno survivors of tho 
nnclent Haal worshipers employ any 
forniulii or observe anything In the ua- 
turo of n religious ceremony. 
They 


havo no Illblo. no prayer book, no lit- 
urpy, no place of worship. Their one 
nnd only nunctuary Is the sncred trco 
Inclosiire, their only religions Byuiliol 
llio evergreen oak. 


When n baby Is horn It Is warmly 


clothed, placed on n largo wooden plat- 
ter Bnd taken to Ihe priest, who, lu 
front of the Rncred tree, strips It and 
Balls 1U I'rohnhly thin accounls for Iho 
fow Hed Heads that now survive, It be- 
ing said that tholr numbers have ilwin- 
tiled to n mero BCVCII or eight thousand.
